HAVE MADE EVERY EFFORT 
WERE SEEN LEAVING TOWN 


There ta no Likelihood Now of Confer­ 
ence Being; Resumed. Leading Roads 
Continue to Move Trains. 


Local Authorities Made no Effort to 
Follow or Arrest Them When De­ 
scriptions Failed to Check Up.

New York, Aug. 25.—Attempts to 
end the rail 
shopmen’s strike 
by 
separate .settlements with individual 
roads failed to day and conferences 
were broken off. 
Daniel Willard, 
president 
of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, head of the com­ 
mute of executives, remained to se© 
if separate settlements were possible 
while other rail heads are preparing 
to leave town. 
One of the brother­ 
hood leaders said after the conference 
that the mediators had made every 
possible effort to bring about a settle­ 
ment but that negoiations had blown 
up. 
He indicated there was no like­ 
lihood at present that the conference 
would be resumed. 
A statement by the executives rep­ 
resenting fifty-two main and subsidi­ 
ary lines with a total trackage of 85,- 
OOO miles, 
who attended 
the latest, 
conferences, disclaimed any desire ta 
take advantage of the situation 
ta 
curtail the “pension” or other privi­ 
leges which had been earned by tha 
strikers before they had quit work 
and expressed a willingness to restore 
all the workers 
with their pension 
privileges unimpaired. 
The executive statement issued by 
Daniel Williard, president of the Bit- 
timore and Ohio railroad, added that 
the rights of local employees would 
not be protested. 
The roads# set forth that if any un­ 
settled dispute remained not settled 
by direct conference, they were will­ 
ing to submit it to a commission of 
ten, of which five members were to 
be selected from the union and the 
remaining five from the executives. 
The lines also said that they were 
willing to enter on the plan in the 
spirit of conciliation.

While Baltimore police are confident 
the two men, apparent strangers in 
this community, are 
Walter Socolow 
and James “Jack” 
Hart, sought 
in 
connection with the murder of Wil­ 
liam B. Norris and the robbery of a 
payroll amounting to $7,200 last Fri­ 
day, Detective Charles H. Wilson, to­ 
day, reiterated that 
he was positive 
the men 
he had under 
surveillance 
Wednesday evening were not the two 
wanted by the Baltimore authorities. 
Mr. Wilson, this morning, 
stated 
that he had not seen the agent sent 
here from Baltimore Thursday, to 
make positive identification of the two 
men, who were seen loafing in Center 
Square Wednesday evening. “The only 
word that I have had from Baltimore,” 
Mr. 
Wilson declared 
this morning, 
“was a description of Socolow and 
H art." This 
morning, Mr. 
Wilson 
received photographs of Socolow and 
Hart from a detective agency in Balti­ 
more. which is handling the case. 
Baltimore detectives seem positive 
that the two strangers seen here are 
the bandits wanted by them. 
It is possible, according to Mr. Wil­ 
son, that the Baltimore operative sent 
here to run down the clue of the two 
strangers, is working alone and not 
co-operating with local authorities. A 
statement given 
out in 
Baltimore 
Thursday evening was to the effect 
that the Monumental City authorities 
have no doubt the suspects under sur­ 
veillance here are the bandits wanted 
in connection with the crime commit­ 
ted last Friday. 
This information, 
the Baltimore police said, they receiv­ 
ed from their agent in Gettysburg. 
The last seen of the two strangers, 
who evidently spont Wednesday even­ 
ing in this place, they were walking 
westward on the Fairfield 
road, ac­ 
cording to the local authorities. 
Because the description of Socolow 
and Hart received by Detective Wilson 
from the Baltimore authorities, Thurs­ 
day morning, failed to tally with those 
of the two men he had under surveil­ 
lance Wednesday evening, no attempt 
was made 
to follow them or 
place 
them under arrest. 
The two apparent strangers shadow­ 
ed by Mr. Wilson Wednesday evening 
appeared to be much older men than 
Socolow and H art. Neither were they 
as tall or weighed as much as the Bal­ 
timore bandits.

CLOSE ON BANDITS’ TRAIL 


Seventeen Year Old Boy Breaks Down 
Before Officers. 


(By Associated Presa) 
Baltimore, Aug. 25.—Police said to­ 
day they believed John Kellar, 17- 
year-old “tipoff man” for Walter So­ 
colow and James “Jack” Hart was 
telling the truth when he said he was 
sent by the two bandits *o shoot holes 
in the confession of “Mike” J. Altars. 
Under fear 
of being 
implicated 
himself, they believe he was truthful 
when he told them the hiding place 
of Socolow and Hart, who are be:ng 
sought in connection with the murder 
of William B. Norris and the robbery 
of the Norris firm’s payroll of 17,200, 
last Friday. 
Captain Burns and Detective Kah- 
ler, his assistant, said they found the 
hiding place of the two men and they 
felt sure they had escaped just a short 
while before they arrived. 
Captain Burns said he is positive 
they were in their rendezvous which 
he said is located in an eastern suburb 
as late as last night. 
Rums also said he was positive the 
men are together and still in the city. 
John Kellar, a thin scrawny, youth, 
less than five feet tall, says he had 
been employed by Hart and Socolow to 
lead the police astray and break down 
the entire case against the bandits. 
He was to do this by telling he had 
overheard Altars and another man, 
who hired him, to throw the license 
tag of the murder car away, planning 
to “frame” other men by implicating 
them in the robbery. 
The other men were alleged mem­ 
bers of the murder gang. 
Through 
Kellar they planned to muddle the 
waters and slip way out of the dang­ 
er of conviction. 
Police and the state attorney’s of­ 
fice were momentarily thrown 
into 
confusion hy the Kellar story. 
But 
they questioned tho lad more sharply. 
Last night they said the lad broke 
down and they got what they believed 
to be the truth.

Dublin, Aug 25.—Draped in the be­ 
loved tri-color of Ireland, the coffin 
containing the b°dy of Michael Col­ 
lins, slain chief of Ireland’s new Free 
State Government, was landed here 
yesterday from the steamer Classic, 
and borne through the streets amid 
an impressive tribute from the as­ 
sembled multitude. 
General Collins’ body was met at 
the dock by large throngs of mourn­ 
ers, iflHu’dlng Tuohard Afulcahy, chief 
of staff, and other prominent repre­ 
sentatives of the army. 
The body 
was taken on a gun carriage, preceded 
by a band of pipers, to St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. 
Prayers were said as the procession 
passed in silence, broken only by the 
distant crack of snipers* rifles in vari­ 
ous parts of the grief-stricken city. 
The cortege was flanked by a line of 
Dublin guards, marching in slow time 
with the music, muzzles of their re-

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CANNOT JAIL 
WOMEN FOR TAXES 


(Continued from First Page) 


for it, and they object to the tax, but 
in the end they pay it. 
Other parts of the state send in 
different reports, and up to this time 
there has been found no solution for 
the problem. 
What is a tax collector 
to do when a woman forcibly declares 
she will not pay? 
He may appeal to 
her sense of justice, to her respect for 
the law, but if these fail him what is 
the next course? 


Having none, the tax collectors have 
turned toward the legal lights of the 
state for relief. 
It is probable 
the 
next legislature will be asked to af­ 
ford some means whereby the law has 
teeth for the 
women as well as 
for 
the men. 
Those legislators who have 
been 
heard from, 
however, do 
not 
agree on the course of procedure and 
a long-drawn-out and bitter contro­ 
versy will probably be forthcoming. 
For instance, there 
are legislators 
who think it would not be just right 
to throw a woman into jail for a few 
dollars in 
taxes. 
There are others 
who contend that since woman has the 
ballot, and is therefore the “equal” of 
men, she must suffer the same penal­ 
ties as men for infraction of the laws 
of the commonwealth. 
Lobbies of and for the woman can­ 
not consistently go before the legisla­ 
ture and ask 
exemption for 
women 
from this clause of the law, not after 
all their talk about the ability of wom­ 
en to compete with men, talk that was 
quite common during 
the battle 
for 
passage* of the suffrage amendment, 
they would not be consistent. 
The matter will have to be settled 
in some way, 
however, for the 
men 
can raise the cry of class legislation 
and with good reason, if a law is pass­ 
ed 
jailing them 
for an offense and 
exempting women who refuse to obey 
the same law. And certainly the taxes 
of the state must be collected, for the 
money is needed badly.
